WASHINGTON. February 4.— The1 Ha- 


waiian cominisflioners had their Gret in- 
terview with Secretary of State Footer 
this morning. Thnrston, on behalf on 
the commissioners, presented the cre- 
dentials and made a short statement of 
the affairs ia Hawaii. .Secretary Foster 
responded in a few wofdiTof welcome to 
them, and stating that the reason for tbo 
errand was well known to the people ol 
the 
United 
States. 
Tho interview 


closed with an engagement to meet 
again at 3 o'clock this' afternoon. The 
commieBionera expressed themselves as 
well pleased with Foster's attitude, but 
refused to disclose what WHS done. 


A second interview batwoen the Ha- 


waiian annexation commissioners and 
tb« secretary or state were held at the 
state department at 3 o'clock this after- 
noon. It was even shorter than the con- 


- ference this morning and quite as un- 


productive in results. There was Dome 
informal talk over the annexation oropo- 
iition, and this was concluded by an 
agreement that Secretary Foster should 
again meet the' commistonera Tuesday 
morninc next 'for •an extended confer- 
ence. The commissioners are saying 
very little on the subject of the ultimate 
accomplishment of tbeir object and inti- 
mate that thoy feel very much discour- 
aged. No arrangement was made (or 
their reception by President Harrison as 
a recognition of the new government- by 
this country, which removes any hesita- 
tion the President might feel in civing 
the commiflflionora formal audience. 


Foster Commends . 


WASHINGTON, February 4. — Secretary 


of State Foster, In his reply to Minister 
Slovene' dispatch from Honolulu, com- 


..mends Stevens' course in recognizing the 


provisional government and instructs 
him to continue to recognize it. Secre- 
tary Foster also says it is trusted the 
change will tend to draw Hawaii Into 
closer relations with tho United States. 
.Stevens is Instructed to keep la constant 
communication with the commander of 
the United States naval forces at Hono- 
lulu, with n view to protecting American 
interests and preserving order.

"WASHINGTON, February 4.— Secretary 


Noble received the following telegram 
from Inspector Diamery, at Fine Ridge 
agency, S. D. : It is reported by the po- 
licemen that three white men were mar* 
dered and one mortally wounded at the 
beet contractor's camp on this reserve. 
Captain Brown is endeavoring to cap- 
tare tho murderers, who are said to be 
Indians. No further trouble ia antici- 
pated. The Indians condemn the act. 


Omaha— News is received here of an- 


other Indian outbreak at Pine Ridge 
agency. Five men aro reported to have 
been killed by Two Strikes' band. 


CHICAGO, February 4. — On receipt of 


dispatches from Washington and Pine 
Ridge agency this afternoon announcing 
a tragedy at tbo latter agency, a reporter 
went to the headquarters of the division 
of the Missouri and saw Captain Bald- 
win, 
of General Miles' staff, who said: 


"I do uot think there is anything in it. 


The murders could not have been com- 
mitted by Two Strikes, lor he is not near 
Pine Ridge, ho is at Rose Bud." 


A dispatch received here tonight from 


iihadron asserts that the killing was 
done by Two Strikes' band and that the 
murderers are still at large iu spite of 
jflbrta of the Indian police to apprehend 
them. It is learned that the first rumore 
of tbo killing came to Fine Ridge agency 
restore! ay morning.
